th at small leak running 
constantly will amount to a great 
amount of w ater over three months 
time and will make a considerable 
difference in the amount of your 
water bill. 
So if your bill is liigh don’t fly 
to the telephone and bawl out some 
village official or say the m eter 
reader is blind but first, look over 
your plumbing for any small leaks 
then to make sure you can read 
your own m eter and see if the 
reader read it right and third if 
you will draw of 7 iii gallons of w a­ 
ter and your m eter reading ad­ 
vances one figure your m eter is O. 
K. for there is IV* gallons of wa­ 
ter to every cubic foot and for 
every 7 12 gallons drawn one cubic 
foot registers 011 the m eter as the 
meters register in cubic feet and 
not in gallons. 
So folks when you get a higher 
water bill look 
for the trouble 
where it is nine times out of every 
ten, right on your own premises 
and before shouting to the village 
officials about your bill and telling 
your neighbors all 
about it look 
around at home and make sure the 
fault doesn’t lie at your own door. 
And another thing, 
those meters 
don’t “run fast.” 
When they get 
out of order they stop working al­ 
together which is your, gain and 
not your loss. 
And 
new meters 
hooked up and tested alongside of 
old m eters have repeatedly 
this result—the new m eters run IO 
per cent faster than the old ones, 
the old ones running slower be­ 
cause of corrosion, etc., while the 
new ones run right.

ually clamor for a new meter.

Times do change; 
faster than 
some of the old tim ers are willing 
to admit. 
It seems th at sidewalks 
are taboo. 
If the nurse maid de­ 
sires to take the infant wonder of 
the family out for an airing, let 
her use the cement road, which is 
big enough for several baby bug­ 
gies. Then again, what is the use 
of sidewalks any way, when dad 
and m other use the car every time 
they leave home? 
A subdivision without sidewalks 
may bring an upraising of hands 
when it is first announced, but 
such a subdivision and a de luxe 
one a t th at is about to become a 
reality a t Arlington Heights. 
A representative of Tackett & 
Drake,*owners of “Stonegate” ly­ 
ing between Foundry road and the 
Northwest Highway, appeared be­ 
fore the village board of th at city 
Monday night 
with 
the revised 
plans and outlined the “ no side­ 
walk” idea. 
It seems that Lake 
Forest is the only Chicago suburb 
where such a plan has been tried. 
It is admitted th at “ no sidewalks” 
would not be practical in anything 
but a high class sub./ where the 
property owners would be in a po­ 
sition to spend considerable money 
on landscaping 
and 
well kept 
lawns and own more than one car 
but as all houses to be built in 
the tract in question are supposed 
to cost not less than $15,000 and 
from there up to $50,000, the no 
sidewalk idea does not appear so 
very objectionable as there will be 
few' baby buggies and many autos. 
it is planned to place a 21 foot 
pavement in the center of the 6<‘ 
foot street. 
From tile curb to tho 
building line of the houses would 
be a wide expanse of law n. 
Trees 
would be set out on what would 
normally be the curbway. 
The village dads, when 
ques­ 
tioned upon the subject by the sub­ 
divider refused to make any prom­ 
ises as regards future action on 
the sidewalk m atter. 
They made 
it plain th at if 
at some future 
time, the property owners asked 
for sidewalks they would get them 
regardless of beautiful lawns, stone 
gateways or lack of baby buggies. 
The subdivider accepted this res­ 
ervation by the board and the stone 
gates and other improvements will 
be constructed w ith a sidewalkless 
.subdivision in view’. 
When a person inspects the plans 
they nearly seem feasible. 
All the 
streets run around in curves and 
no autoist who really wants to go 
somewhere will use them. 
They 
make so many turns that there can 
be no speeding on the part of the 
delivery trucks. 
The first carload of stone for the 
gateways has arrived and it will 
not be long before this subdivision 
de luxe will begin to assume real 
proportions.

Here are some reasons why I 
am growing sweet clover. 
It is a 
valuable soil builder, will pasture 
more livestock than any other pas- ! 
ture, can be pastured from early 
spring until July I, and in A ugust j 
a crop of seed can be harvested. 
In this way I get my stock pas­ 
tured free of cost. 
In order to 
get a good stand the soil must be 
sweet. 
If a test shows acid soil, I 
add some ground limestone. 
I am 
getting good results starting by 
sowing broadcast in February on 
fall rye or wheat, also sow with 
spring grain same as other clover. 
Another plan I have been follow­ 
ing more or less the past ten years 
is to broadcast in the growing corn 
a t the 
last 
cultivation, covering 
seed by dragging a small vVheel or 
harrow with one horse between the 
rows. 
I use this plan with both 
alfalfa and sweet clover and nearly 
always get a good stand.
